REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest a vacuum cleaner comprising a housing having a dust 
chamber, a dust chamber cover, a fan chamber, a receiving chamber which extends 
below at least one of the dust chamber and the fan chamber and is accessible by way 
of at least one opening in the sidewall of the housing. EP 1208786 does not show a 
chamber positioned under one of a dust chamber or a fan chamber that is accessible 
via an opening in the sidewall of the housing. Applicant's arguments are persuasive that 
one skilled in the art would not be motivated to add an opening in the sidewall of the 
cleaner in Nusser et al. in view of the EP reference.
